EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Executive  Committee  Meeting  -  June  6,  2005 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  met  on  June  6,  2005  at  the 
Headquarters  in  Ayden  with  the  following  members  present:  The  Reverends  Fred  Baker, 
Charles  Renfrow,  Harold  Swinson,  Ronnie  Hobgood,  Al  Markuson,  Sam  Weeks,  Leon 
Grubbs,  Wayne  Watson,  Garland  Suggs,  Ray  Wells,  and  Buddy  Sasser,  Director  of  Con- 
vention Services. 

President  Baker  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  welcomed  the  new  Committee  members. 

President  Baker  asked  Garland  Suggs  to  lead  in  devotion.  Devotion  was  from  Romans  and 
followed  with  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  Convention  were  accepted  and  approved  with  corrections. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  given  by  Ronnie  Hobgood. 
•Motion  to  approve  report  was  made  and  carried. 

President  Baker  made  the  following  committee  appointments:

Markuson 

Leadership  Endowment  Committee:  Ray  Wells,  Chairman;  Wayne  Watson;  Tim  Heath 

•Each  committee  was  asked  to  have  their  job  description  in  place  by  the  next  meeting. 

An  evaluation  of  the  Convention  was  discussed  by  the  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Comments  were  shared  by  the  Director  of  Convention  Services  from  the  surveys 
received  from  the  Convention.  Over  all  the  reports  were  very  positive  with  97%  stating 
they  really  enjoyed  this  year  very  much.  The  discussion  contained  comments  about  the: 
•IMPACT  Banquet,  which  is  to  become  an  annual  event. 

•The  need  for  e-mail  addresses  for  all  churches,  or  at  least  someone  within  the  con- 
gregation for  a  contact  point. 

•Databases  for  materials  to  be  shared  with  ministries  and  churches. 

The  Director  of  Convention  Services  gave  his  report  which  was  as  follows:

A  proposal  for  the  2005  Yearbook  and  2006  Report  Book  was  presented. 

•After  much  discussion  a  motion  was  made  to  refer  this  to  a  committee  consisting  of 
the  officers  of  the  Convention  plus  Leon  Grubbs  and  Buddy  Sasser.  Motion  carried. 
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•Motion  made  and  carried  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Convention  Services. 

Following  the  Director  of  Convention  Services  Report  the  Executive  Committee  focused 
on  the  motion  presented  by  the  Reverend  John  Hill  of  Little  Rock  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  at  the  2005  Convention.  The  motion  was  as  follows: 

/  move,  to  establish  a  Commission  on  Youth  Ministries  in  order  to: 

1.  Create  a  network  of  Professional  (and  Volunteer)  Youth  Workers, 

2.  To  coordinate  with  denominational  ministries  to  develop  programs  for 
students  to  serve  and  witness, 

3.  To  assist  the  Youth  Convention,  in  any  way,  at  the  will  and  invitation  of  the 
Woman 's  Auxiliary  and  the  State  Youth  Convention. 

•Motion  made  and  carried  to  table  this  to  the  next  meeting  and  ask  Reverend  John  Hill 
to  meet  with  us  and  present  his  ideas,  dreams  and  vision  for  this  commission  or 
ministry. 

•Motion  made  and  carried  to  compensate  Mrs.  Andrea  Cox,  Administrative  Assistant, 
$600.00  for  her  extra  time  and  work  for  the  Convention. 

A  discussion  concerning  development  of  ideas  for  the  2005  theme  followed.  It  was 
decided  that  the  Director  of  Convention  Services  would  visit  the  Ministry  Directors  and 
discuss  articles  that  could  be  developed  for  "The  Free  Will  Baptist"  paper  based  upon  the 
theme  "Building  On  The  Rock". 

Information  about  the  General  Assembly  of  General  Free  Will  Baptist  was  shared  and 
discussion  followed  about  their  meeting  date  of  July  19-20,  2005.  Several  names  were 
shared  of  people  who  would  try  to  attend. 

A  power  point  display  of  the  Convention  with  pictures  of  all  the  churches  in  the 
Convention  was  discussed  and  plans  were  made  to  work  on  this  project.  It  was  also  noted 
that  a  note  could  be  placed  in  "The  Free  Will  Baptist"  for  anyone  with  a  digital  camera  to 
take  a  picture  of  their  church  and  forward  it  to  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Convention 
Services  to  assist  in  processing  the  display. 

A  break  was  taken  for  lunch.  Lunch  was  served  by  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism  at  the 
Harvest  Connection  facility  in  Kinston,  and  a  tour  followed. 

Discussion  returned  to  the  Yearbook  following  lunch.  «A  motion  was  made  to  have  only 
one  Yearbook  for  this  year.  Motion  carried. 

The  dates  of  the  Convention  of  2006  were  given:  May  23-25,  2006 

Dates  for  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  given  for  the  year  and  noted  that 
they  might  change.  The  dates  were  as  follows:  September  6,  December  6,  February  7,  and 
April  4.  All  meetings  are  at  9:00  a.m.  at  the  Headquarters  in  Ayden. 

•Motion  to  adjourn  carried  and  the  meeting  was  dismissed  with  prayer. 
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Executive  Committee  Meeting  -  September  6, 2005

The  meeting  opened  with  devotion  and  prayer  by  Leon  Grubbs. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved  with  corrections. 

Mrs.  Andrea  Cox  gave  a  report  on  the  2005  Directory  stating  that  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Press  hopes  to  run  the  Directory  by  September  9th  and  send  for  binding.  The  Directory 
should  be  ready  by  the  end  of  September  if  all  goes  well. 

Treasurer's  report  was  given  by  the  Treasurer  Ronnie  Hobgood.  Motion  made  and 
carried  to  approve  the  report. 

The  Reverend  John  Hill  was  welcomed  to  the  meeting  to  discuss  the  motion  introduced  at 
the  Convention  of  May  2005.  The  motion  was  as  follows:  /  move,  to  establish  a 
Commission  on  Youth  Ministries  in  order  to:  (I)  Create  a  network  of  Professional  (and 
Volunteer)  Youth  Workers,  (2)  to  co-ordinate  with  denominational  ministries  to  develop 
programs  for  students  to  serve  and  witness,  (3)  to  assist  the  Youth  Convention,  in  any  way, 
at  the  will  and  invitation  of  the  Woman 's  Auxiliary  and  the  State  Youth  Convention. 
Following  much  discussion  the  following  motion  was  made  and  carried.  Motion:  to 
approve  the  idea  or  concept  of  a  commission  on  youth  ministry  and  the  details  be 
worked  out  at  our  next  meeting. 

Members  of  Harvest  Connection  Disaster  Relief  Ministry  were  welcomed  and  supplied  the 
following  information.  The  advanced  assessment  team  had  returned  from  Mississippi  with 
the  following  report:  1.)  Contact  had  been  made  with  officials  in  Sandersville,  Mississippi 
and  an  area  for  staging  selected  at  a  school  located  in  the  area,  2.)  The  first  team  of  workers 
would  be  leaving  September  11th  and  would  be  followed  on  the  19th  by  another  team. 
Teams  would  replace  each  other  weekly  for  work  and  assistance. 

The  President  introduced  a  letter  concerning  items  that  have  been  given  to  the  Convention 
as  donations,  and  their  related  value.  After  discussion  the  following  motion  was  made:  To 
contact  the  donors  by  letter  expressing  our  concerns  relating  to  the  value  placed  on 
the  items.  All  information  received  will  be  shared  with  Convention  Ministries  as  well. 
Motion  carried. 

The  President  noted  to  all  members  that  Internal  Committee  Job  Descriptions  would  be  due 
at  the  December  meeting. 

The  Director  of  Convention  Services  gave  the  following  report. 

•     An  article  to  be  published  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist  was  read  and  a  motion  made 
and  carried  to  approve  publication  in  the  paper. 
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•  Travel  report  was  given  and  due  to  the  rising  price  of  fuel  the  following  motion 
was  made.  To  increase  gas  allowance  for  the  Director  of  Convention  Serv- 
ices in  the  amount  of  $1,000.00  above  what  is  now  allocated,  until  December 
2005.  Motion  carried. 

•  Report  was  given  on  the  Convention  Golf  Tournament. 

•  Interviews  with  Ministry  Directors  are  in  progress. 

•  Information  was  given  by  the  Director  of  Convention  Services  concerning  the 
need  of  a  projector  to  use  in  giving  presentations.  After  much  discussion  a 
motion  was  made  to  purchase  a  INFOCUS  X2  projector  for  the  Convention 
office.  Motion  carried. 

•  The  Convention  format  for  2006  was  discussed  and  the  Director  of  Convention 
Services  was  give  permission  to  work  with  the  program  committee  and  to  report 
at  the  next  meeting. 

•  The  Web  Page  was  discussed  and  it  was  noted  that  the  last  information  needed 
was  being  added  and  the  Home  page  should  be  available  soon. 

The  Nominating  Committee  for  the  2006  Convention  was  given  as  follows  with  approval 
from  the  nominees.  Adrian  Grubbs,  Chairman  (Eastern);  Al  Markuson,  Albemarle;  De 
Eakes,  Western;  Alan  Lamm,  Cape  Fear;  Jackie  Godwin,  Pee  Dee;  Walt  Tyndall,  Central; 
David  Still,  Palmer;  Dale  Belvin,  Piedmont. 

Note  was  made  that  the  Resolution  Committee  is  to  be  appointed  at  the  December  meeting. 
With  no  other  business  the  meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer.

(2)  that  the  Reverend  John  Hill  be  appointed  chairperson  of  this  temporary 
committee. 

(3)  that  this  committee  be  composed  of,  but  not  limited  to  the  following:  the 
Reverends  Ricky  Warren  and  Scott  Satterfield,  Mr.  Phil  Brown,  Mr.  Victor 
Jones,  Ms.  Kathy  Cahoon  and  Mrs.  Angela  Mattocks. 

(4)  this  temporary  committee  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  in  December  2006. 

Motion  carried. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  added  funds  for  fuel 
expense  for  the  Director  of  Convention  Services  would  expire  at  the  end  of  December. 
•After  discussion  and  information  supplied  by  the  Director  of  Convention  Services  a 
motion  was  made  to  add  $1,000.00  to  travel  expenses  and  not  continue  the  funds  for  fuel.

The  Director  of  Convention  Services  gave  his  report  including  activities  since  the  last 
meeting  and  the  program  outline  for  the  Convention  of  May  2006.  Speakers  were 
discussed  but  no  choice  was  made.  Discussion  will  continue  at  the  meeting  in  February. 
During  the  report  a  discussion  was  opened  concerning  the  Web  Site  for  the  Convention. 
Following  the  discussion  a  motion  was  made: 

•Motion  to  allow  the  Director  of  Convention  Services  to  contact  someone  to  develop  a 
Web  Site  for  the  Convention,  unless  the  contact  which  had  been  made  previously 
completes  it  by  December  31,  2005.

You  are  reaching  out  to 
the  children  we  serve  by  providing  food,  clothing,  shelter,  medical  services, 
education,  and  most  of  all  the  opportunity  for  spiritual  growth. 

We  Are  Proud  of  Her 

Faith  Newsome  lived  at  the  Children's  Home  from  October  31,  1997,  until  she 
graduated  from  Southern  Nash  High  School  and  left  for  Appalachian  State 
University  in  Boone,  NC,  on  August  23,  2002.  Recently,  an  individual  who 
worked  with  her  while  she  was  at  the  Home  received  this  email.  We  share  it 
with  you  with  Faith's  permission: 

I'm  still  a  social  work  major  and  it's  beginning  to  really  take  over  my  life  in  so 
many  ways.  For  one,  so  much  of  my  time  is  going  into  preparing  myself  for 
next  semester.  I'm  excited  and  nervous  at  the  same  time.  I'm  currently  taking 
part  in  the  NC  Child  Welfare  Collaborative.  I  never  thought  in  my  wildest 
dreams  I'd  find  myself  wanting  to  pursue  a  career  in  the  very  profession  that 
was  such  a  big  part  of  a  very  troubling  and  unsettling  time  in  my  life.  But  I 
know  God  has  big  plans  for  me  and  that  was  just  one  step  in  putting  me  on 
the  path  He  needs  me  to  be  on.  So  right  now,  I'm  taking  child  welfare  training, 
classes  on  families  and  children,  and  will  be  doing  a  DSS  internship  in  the  fall. 
By  the  time  I  graduate,  I  will  be  classified  as  "Social  Worker  II. "  It's  very 
exciting  and  nerve  racking  at  the  same  time,  but  I'm  enjoying  every  bit  of  it.  I 
really  want  to  work  with  children  and  families,  helping  them  deal  with  family 
issues  and  getting  them  the  services  they  need.  As  far  as  grad  school  is 
concerned,  I'm  not  sure  of  what  I  want  to  study  yet,  so  that  is  on  the  back 
burner.  I'm  still  not  sure  what  I  want  to  be  when  I  grow  up;  in  fact  I  don't  ever 
plan  on  growing  up.  I'll  grow  old,  but  never  grow  up.  I  am  ready  to  graduate  I 
think  at  this  point.  I'm  ready  to  get  out  in  this  world  and  immerse  myself  in  it.  I 
know  that  I  really  have  a  drive  to  help  people  and  I  want  to  make  this  world  a 
better  place.  I'm  just  bursting  at  the  seams  to  get  in  the  world,  but  I  am  so  very 
scared  at  the  same  time.  I  have  no  idea  what  the  future  holds  for  me,  but  I 
know  it   will  be   exciting   and   wonderful  all  at  the   same  time. 


/  am  going  to  Gulfport,  MS,  for  spring  break  this  year,  i'm  leading  an 
Alternative  Spring  Break  trip  here  at  ASU  to  help  rebuild  houses  for  those 
affected  by  Hurricane  Katrina.  I  am  really  excited  about  it  and  I  can't  wait.  We 
are  taking  over  100  volunteers  of  students  and  faculty.  Speaking  of  that,  I 
need  to  email  my  trip  members  and  finish  my  internship  application  that's  due 
tomorrow....

The  Report  for  the  Children's  Services 
July  1,  2005  through  January  31,  2006 
81  Children  Served 

The  Adolescent  Development  Program  (ADP)  has  served  a  total  of  twenty- 
three  children  during  this  period.  The  residents  have  ranged  in  age  from  twelve 
to  seventeen.  Over  the  last  year,  we  have  served  six  counties.  The  ADP 
program  residents  all  participated  in  the  summer  recreation  program  and 
enjoyed  the  end  of  summer  trip  to  Busch  Gardens  in  Williamsburg.  School 
started  in  August  and  the  tutoring  coordinator  is  checking  with  both  the 
teachers  and  the  tutor  to  see  that  the  residents  are  completing  their 
assignments  and  receiving  the  help  they  need.  Also,  an  in-house  training 
program  has  been  implemented  entitled  "Strategies  for  Success,"  which  is 
designed  to  help  staff  understand  some  of  the  things  they  can  do  to  help  the 
residents  be  more  organized  and  successful  in  their  studies.  The  ADP 
residents  have  also  worked  on  health  and  nutrition,  as  well  as,  on  improving 
their  social  skills.  Christmas  was  a  huge  success  with  the  residents  and  staff 
participating  in  the  Hanging  of  the  Greens  Christmas  program  and  several 
Christmas  parades.  All  three  of  our  ADP  cottages  received  100%  on  their 
cottage  health  inspections. 

The  Preparation  for  Adult  Living  (PAL)  Program  has  provided  care  for  eleven 
girls  and  three  boys  during  this  period.  Residents  in  the  PAL  program  ranged 
in  age  from  sixteen  to  eighteen  and  came  from  seven  different  counties.  PAL 
residents  have  continued  to  have  an  extremely  busy  schedule.  In  addition  to  all 
the  holiday  activities,  the  residents  continued  to  participate  in  the  Work 
Investment  Act  Program  classes  every  other  Saturday,  and  several  of  the  girls 
have  off-campus  jobs.  PAL  curriculum  has  included  studies  on  decision- 
making skills,  time  management,  and  study  skills,  and  has  focused  on 
educational  goal  setting.  State  Cottage  also  received  100%  on  its  cottage 
health  inspection. 

Genesis  House  Emergency  Shelter  has  served  fifteen  children  from  four 
different  counties.  The  average  age  of  the  girls  in  the  program  was  fourteen 
years  and  the  average  stay  was  fifty-four  days.  The  residents  at  Genesis 
House  have  worked  on  improving  their  social  skills,  goal  setting,  and  improving 
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school  performance.  Genesis  House  also  received  100%  on  its  cottage  health 
inspection. 


Canaan  House  has  served  twenty-nine  children  from  three  different  counties 
during  this  period.  The  residents  all  had  a  wonderful  Christmas  and  have 
returned  after  the  holidays  and  gotten  back  into  the  daily  routine.  They  receive 
regular  tutoring  help,  anger  management  classes,  and  socials  skills  training  in 
the  cottage. 

Therapy  Programs  continue  to  include  individual,  group,  and  family  work. 
Issues  being  addressed  include  separation  anxiety,  grief  and  loss,  adjustment 
problems,  anger  management,  decision-making,  self-esteem,  oppositional 
defiant  disorder,  impulse  control,  and  disruptive  behavior.  The  therapist 
currently  sees  nine  residents  for  individual  therapy.  Therapy  groups  have 
continued  for  anger  management  and  a  self-esteem  group  has  recently  begun. 

Social  Services  Workers  have  provided  the  following  services  during  the 
period:  file  audits,  program  support,  and  school  conferences.  The  Social  Work 
Department  has  continued  to  work  with  the  intern  in  the  areas  of  case 
management  and  basic  social  work  skills.  The  social  workers  have  reviewed 
all  social  work  forms  and  are  also  updating  The  Social  Work  Manual.  Exit 
planning  has  begun  for  our  PAL  residents  who  will  be  graduating  and  moving 
on  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

Plans  for  the  future  include  improving  our  physical  fitness  program  for  the 
residents,  organizing  our  summer  recreation  program,  and  a  cultural  events 
festival  and  dinner  on  March  17,  2006.  The  staff  members  are  looking  forward 
to  the  Children  and  Family  Services  Association  Spring  Conference  for  some 
really  good  direct  care  staff  training,  and  we  will  be  working  on  a  special 
committee  to  establish  standardized  outcome  measurements  to  be  used 
statewide  for  the  Association  members. 

Goals 

Please  be  much  in  prayer  for  us  as  we  strive  to  accomplish  the  goals  listed 
below.  Reaching  these  goals  will  allow  us  to  continue  to  provide  quality  care 
and  continue  to  intensify  our  programs.  We  strive  to  strengthen  our  spiritual 
commitment;  and 

•  To  offer  the  best  possible  care  for  the  children  and  families  we  serve; 

•  To  offer  religious  training  to  help  children  strengthen  their  relationship 
with  Christ; 

•  To  organize  and  promote  activities  and  events  which  directly  benefit 
our  children; 

•  To  complete  and  meet  our  new  Strategic  Plan  for  2006  -2009; 

•  To  continue  participation  in  the  certified  training  program  for  direct 
staff  and  supervisors; 

•  To  continue  planning  for  future  programs; 

•  To  complete  a  new  covered  entrance  way  into  Memorial  Chapel  and  a 
handicap  parking  area;  and 

•  To  continue  participation  in  the  Duke  Wellness  Project  (2  years). 
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Recommendations 


The  following  recommendations  are  submitted  to  the  Convention: 

1.  This  2006  report  to  the  Convention  be  adopted; 

2.  The  Convention  continue  to  designate  May  and  November  as  Children's 
Home  Months,  and  recommend  our  churches  observe  Children's  Home  Days 
on  November  5,  2006,  and  May  6,  2007;  and 

3.  The  Convention  and  representing  churches  continue  to  pray  for  our 
Children's  Home  ministry.

Greetings  from  OFWB  INTERNATIONAL,  INC.  (Foreign  Missions)  to  the 

Ninety-Fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

The  year  2005  will  be  recorded  as  one  of  the  most  tragic,  and  yet  one  of  the  most 
blessed  years  in  the  history  of  mankind.  The  world  had  to  deal  with  the  devastating  affects  of 
the  tsunami  in  Southeast  Asia.  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  you,  the  members  of  the  Original  Free 
Will  Baptist  Church,  responded  to  this  tremendous  need  in  a  most  generous  way.  You  gave 
$81,309.76  to  help  the  people  in  the  affected  areas.  Every  dollar  you  sent  was  distributed  to 
provide  a  variety  of  needs,  such  as  food,  clothing,  housing,  medicine,  etc.  I  know  God  has 
blessed  you  for  your  loving  care. 

The  Telethon  was  the  greatest  we  have  ever  had.  You  gave  a  total  of  $  1 99, 1 38.67  to 
help  spread  the  Gospel  in  India,  Nepal,  Bangladesh,  Mexico,  Bulgaria,  and  the  Philippines. 
Your  gifts  built  churches,  provided  relief,  Bibles,  education,  medical  treatment,  childcare, 
leprosy  aid,  and  much  more. 

Bulgaria:  Willem  and  Lydia  van  der  Plas,  our  missionaries  to  Bulgaria,  spent  some 
time  with  us  and  blessed  our  hearts.  The  church  building  in  Varna  was  completed  and  dedi- 
cated on  September  10.  The  Gypsy  people  are  extremely  thankful  for  this  fine  building.  We 
also  received  the  sad  news  that  Lydia  has  Alzheimer's.  They  will  need  our  continued  prayers. 

Bangladesh:  In  May  we  opened  a  new  field  in  Bangladesh.  Mr.  N.  K.  Das  Gupta  is 
our  Field  Director.  Fie  has  started  three  "Free  Schools"  since  May.  These  schools  are  for  poor 
children  who  cannot  afford  to  attend  public  school.  These  schools  give  us  an  opportunity  to 
share  Christ  with  the  children.  Mr.  Gupta  has  also  opened  a  "Reading  Room"  so  anyone  who 
desires  can  come  and  read  the  Bible  and  other  Christian  literature.  A  correspondence  program 
has  been  started  to  reach  those  who  are  interested  in  learning  about  the  Bible.  Please  pray  for 
Mr.  Gupta,  he  has  to  be  extremely  careful  in  his  activities. 

Philippines:  Five  new  churches  were  started  in  the  Philippines  in  2005.  It  is  always 
exciting  when  new  congregations  are  formed.  Several  new  church  buildings  were  constructed 
through  the  "Build  One  For  Them"  program.  In  June  2005,  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  the  churches 
concerning  the  need  to  construct  a  new  Children's  Home.  The  Government  mandated  this  or 
we  would  loose  the  children.  You  responded  in  a  marvelous  way,  with  gifts  amounting  to 
$1 10,336.02.  The  Children's  Home  in  Cebu  City  is  under  construction  and  should  be  com- 
pleted by  the  end  of  March  2006.  When  it  is  complete  the  number  of  children  in  our  care  will 
be  increased  to  twenty-five.  Thank  you  for  your  love  for  these  dear  children. 

India:  During  2005  three  new  schools  were  opened  to  aid  in  evangeliza- 
tion. Several  new  mission  points  were  also  opened  that  will  eventually  become 
churches.  We  began  work  in  another  leprosy  colony,  where  it  appears  we  will  soon 
see  all  of  the  lepers  turn  to  Christ.  They  are  extremely  thankful  for  our  help.  The 
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Sandra  Day  Care  Center  has  been  expanded.  A  new  house  has  been  constructed  for  the 
children.  A  new  well  has  been  drilled  to  give  them  safe  drinking  water.  Clothes  and 
shoes  have  been  provided  for  the  children.  New  work  has  also  been  opened  among 
some  tribal  groups. 

Nepal:  The  schools  and  churches  in  Nepal  are  continuing  to  grow  in  the 
midst  of  great  unrest.  The  communist  insurgence,  plus  martial  law  imposed  by  the 
King,  has  almost  wrecked  the  country.  Nepal  is  one  of  the  poorest  countries  in  the 
world  and  these  problems  make  it  even  more  desperate.  Please  keep  our  people  and 
this  nation  in  your  prayers. 

Mexico:  A  new  church  has  been  developed  in  Ramos,  Mexico.  This  summer 
our  Short-Term  Teams  will  construct  a  building  for  this  congregation.  A  new  church 
has  also  been  started  in  Saltillo  since  last  May.  It  started  as  a  home  Bible  study.  They 
have  acquired  a  lot  and  will  build  a  temporary  shelter  until  the  congregation  grows 
larger.  The  Short-Term  Teams  rebuilt  three  church  buildings,  held  Vacation  Bible 
School,  and  women's  Bible  studies  in  several  places  this  past  summer.  All  teams  for 
2006  are  full. 

In  September  a  terrible  hurricane  hit  the  southern  United  States,  and  our 
country  again  rose  to  the  occasion  and  gave  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  fellow  citizens.  I 
commend  you  for  your  generosity.  During  this  time  our  funds  were  almost  depleted 
and  it  was  a  difficultdecision  to  tell  you  this  on  top  of  all  the  other  things  you  were 
giving  to  help.  There,  however,  was  no  other  way.  You  again  responded  in  a  loving 
and  generous  way.  You  replenished  the  coffer  and  we  finished  the  year  with  a  good 
balance  to  take  us  into  the  new  year.  On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and 
the  workers  you  support  around  the  world,  I  say:  "Thank  You  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart."  You  are  a  generous  and  loving  people  and  we  love  you. 

The  COMMAND  and  THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  are  published  to  keep  our 
membership  informed  about  the  activities  of  our  ministries.  These  are  your  best 
sources  for  information  about  the  things  that  are  taking  place  in  India,  Nepal, 
Bangladesh,  Bulgaria,  Mexico,  and  the  Philippines.  I  encourage  you  to  subscribe  to 
these  publications  today. 

The  BUILD  ONE  FOR  THEM  program  has  been  a  tremendous  blessing  to 
all  of  our  fields.  We  have  been  able  to  construct  church  buildings,  parsonages,  and 
houses  for  the  needy.  We  need  churches  to  consider  the  needs  of  others  and  join  us  in 
this  effort.  There  are  always  needs,  and  we  encourage  you  to  sponsor  one  of  these 
building  projects.

At  times,  this  will  mean  the 
preparation  of  teachers  for  our  public  schools,  or  business  leaders  with  Christian  principles, 
or  persons  with  a  quality  education  from  the  variety  of  programs  provided  by  the  College. 
There  are,  however,  many  services  that  the  College  provides  to  directly  assist  the  Church. 

Ministerial  Education 

Mount  Olive  College  is  committed  to  providing  a  quality  baccalaureate  program  for  those 
preparing  for  the  Christian  ministry.  While  the  Religion  Department  maintains  its  commit- 
ment to  solid  Biblical  scholarship,  we  are  focusing  our  efforts  on  the  spiritual  formation  of 
our  students.  The  effective  Christian  leader  must  first  of  all  be  a  model  of  Christ-like 
qualities,  or  what  Paul  referred  to  as  the  "fruit  of  the  Spirit"  (Galatians  5:22).  As  we  present 
Christ  we  must  never  forget  that  we  represent  Christ. 

Modular  Religion  Major 

The  Modular  Religion  Major  (MRM)  program  continues  to  grow.  Through  this  program, 
quality  ministerial  education  is  made  available  to  working  adults  by  attending  class  one  night 
each  week.  Currently  we  have  classes  being  offered  in  New  Bern  and  Mount  Olive.  We  are 
scheduled  to  begin  our  next  New  Bern  group  on  May  9,  2006.  We  are  pleased  to  announce 
that  the  MRM  program  will  also  be  offered  at  our  Washington  location  beginning  November 
6,  2006  to  serve  those  living  in  the  northeastern  region  of  North  Carolina.  For  information 
on  ministerial  education,  contact  Dr.  David  Hines,  Religion  Department  Chair. 

Grants  for  Ministerial  Students 

With  the  cost  of  higher  education  beyond  the  means  of  many  preparing  for  the  ministry, 
the  College  is  committed  to  meet  this  need.  To  those  preparing  for  the  Christian  ministry  who 
qualify,  an  annual  grant  is  available.  To  request  information  regarding  Ministerial  Scholar- 
ships, please  contact  Dr.  David  Hines,  chair  of  the  Department  of  Religion. 

Free  Will  Baptist  Tuition  Grant 

For  full-time  students  enrolled  in  the  traditional  program  at  the  Mount  Olive  campus,  an 
annual  grant  of  $2500  is  available  to  students  who  are  members  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Churches.  In  order  to  strengthen  the  relationship  between  the  student  and  the 
Church,  grant  recipients  complete  service  projects  in  the  local  church  or  with  a  denomina- 
tional ministry.  Encourage  the  youth  from  your  church  to  attend  their  college — Mount  Olive 
College. 

Workshops  and  Programs  for  Churches 

With  the  support  of  the  Barrow  Endowed  Fund  for  Christian  Ministries,  the  College  is 
positioned  to  provide  workshops,  seminars,  and  classes  to  meet  the  needs  of  either  indi- 
vidual churches  or  of  groups  of  churches  in  a  region.  Workshops  have  been  provided  on 
topics  as  diverse  as  Biblical  interpretation  to  outreach  ministries.  To  borrow  from  the  title 
from  an  earlier  conference,  our  goal  is  "making  the  church  work."  For  additional  informa- 
tion on  workshops  and  other  services,  contact  the  Barrow  Professor  of  Biblical  Studies,  Dr. 
Lloyd  R.  Bailey,  at  the  College. 
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Cooperative  Program  with  Campbell  University  Divinity  School 

Thanks  in  part  to  the  good  work  done  by  the  Continuing  Education  Committee  of  the 
Task  Force  on  the  Education  of  Ministers,  agreements  have  recently  been  signed  which  will 
bring  Campbell  Divinity  School  classes  to  Mount  Olive  College  beginning  with  the  fall  2006 
semester. 

While  the  dream  of  developing  a  graduate  program  in  ministerial  education  is  very  much 
alive,  practical  considerations  place  this  development  five  to  ten  years  in  the  future.  Yet  the 
need  for  our  ministers  to  be  adequately  equipped  for  effective  ministry  is  real  right  now. 
Representatives  from  the  Continuing  Education  Committee  visited  several  seminaries/di- 
vinity  schools.  There  was  concern  to  find  a  school  with  a  strong  commitment  to  the  mission 
of  the  Church  and  to  academic  quality  with  a  perspective  consistent  with  the  historic 
doctrines  and  practices  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  We  believe  that  we  have  met  these 
goals  in  linking  with  Campbell  University  Divinity  School.  The  motto  of  the  divinity  school 
is  "Bible-Based,  Christ-Centered,  and  Ministry-Focused."  A  significant  number  of  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  are  already  enrolled  in  Campbell  Divinity.  These  students  have  attested  to 
their  positive  experience  at  Campbell.  Campbell  has  also  indicated  their  willingness  for  a 
course  in  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  history,  doctrine,  and  polity  to  be  developed. 

The  plans  are  to  offer  two  classes  in  Mount  Olive  on  one  afternoon  and  evening  for  the  fall 
semester.  For  information  on  this  program  contact  Dr.  David  Hines  at  the  College. 

Expanding  our  Reach 

Mount  Olive  College  has  established  an  additional  location  in  Washington,  NC.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  approved  the  expansion  for  the  2005-2006  fiscal  year.  The  initial  autho- 
rization emerged  from  the  Planning  Retreat  in  February  2004.  The  new  location  opened  for 
business  in  October  2005.  It  is  located  on  Highway  264  on  the  west  side  of  Washington.  It 
is  very  easy  to  find  and  is  on  a  main  thoroughfare  between  Greenville  and  Washington.  The 
initial  indicators  are  quite  positive.  The  people  in  the  Northeast  sector  which  we  will  serve 
from  Washington  have  been  outstanding  in  their  cooperation  and  support  of  our  presence. 
We  look  forward  to  a  very  successful  operation  with  this  spreading  of  educational  opportu- 
nity to  folks  in  this  region.  When  you  travel  that  way,  stop  in  for  a  visit. 

The  W.  Burkette  and  Rose  M.  Raper  Hall 
Academic  Complex 

There  is  no  building  more  important  to  the  continued  growth  of  Mount  Olive  College 
than  the  46,218  square  foot  academic  complex  presendy  under  construction.  Housing  the 
School  of  Business,  Agribusiness  Center  and  Department  of  Science  and  Mathematics  as 
well  as  a  500-seat  auditorium,  this  facility  will  double  the  College's  current  classroom  space. 

At  the  2005  Convention,  the  College  reported  that  this  building  was  being  named  in 
honor  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W  Burkette  Raper.  This  is  a  worthy  and  honorable  tribute  to  a  couple 
who  have  provided  extraordinary  leadership  for  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  and  higher 
education  in  North  Carolina. 

Churches  and  individuals  are  invited  to  honor  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Raper  with  a  one-time  gift  or 
a  five-year  commitment  toward  this  naming  opportunity.  Gifts  and  pledges  have  been 
received  in  the  amount  of  $180,569  toward  the  $2  million  goal  of  a  facility  that  will  cost 
more  than  $8  million.

Building  Progress 


The  New  Century  Capital  Campaign,  "Building  a  Better  Future  for  Our  Most  Valuable 
j  Resource,"  is  on  target  and  nearing  completion.  As  of  February  10,  2006,  110%  of  the  $23 
j  million  goal  was  achieved.  Some  areas  such  as  annual  support  and  endowment  have  ex- 
ceeded projections,  while  other  areas  such  as  capital  facilities  and  debt  retirement  are  still  in 
need  of  funding. 

Adding  90,018  total  square  feet  to  the  campus,  the  three  new  buildings  included  in  the 
Plan  for  Advancement  will  represent  the  largest  building  project  that  the  College  has  under- 
taken in  its  50-year  history.  Construction  began  in  April  2005  and  completion  is  expected  by 
summer  2006. 

Jw.  Burkette  and  Rose  M.  Raper  Hall. 

Students  will  soon  walk  the  halls  of  the  W  Burkette  and  Rose  M.  Raper  Hall.  Expected 
to  be  completed  by  July  2006,  this  new  $8.1  million,  46,21 8-square-foot  complex  will 
double  the  College's  current  classroom  space  and  house  the  School  of  Business,  Lois  G.  Britt 
Agribusiness  Center,  and  Department  of  Science  and  Mathematics.  Within  the  same  two- 
story  building  will  be  a  500-person  regional  conference  center  for  hosting  conferences, 
forums,  training  meetings  and  workshops.  The  complex  will  offer  students  state-of-the-art 
facilities  with  modern  classrooms  and  laboratories,  provide  resources  to  further  develop 
business  and  science  curricula  and  ultimately  provide  space  for  graduate  education  in  busi- 
iness. 

jThe  Communications  Center 

The  Communications  Center,  which  has  yet  to  be  named,  will  enable  the  College's  six 
Jlocations  to  function  as  a  single  institution  with  the  aid  of  state-of-the-art  delivery  systems 
including  video  conferencing,  video  streaming  and  wireless  networks. 

The  Center  will  house  all  of  the  College's  servers  and  internet  connections  and  be  the 
jjcentral  hub  for  the  new  IP  telephone  system.  There  will  be  offices  and  work  areas  for 
Information  Technology  and  for  Institutional  Planning  and  Support.  There  will  also  be  a  20- 
user  open  computer  lab  on  the  ground  floor. 

A  companion  building  to  Moye  Library,  the  second  floor  of  the  Center  will  provide  a  new 
jand  larger  space  to  house  the  College's  ever-expanding  special  collections,  including  the  Free 
ijWill  Baptist  Collection  and  an  office  for  the  Collection's  curator. 

ijPope  Wellness  Center 

With  a  lead  gift  of  $1.2  million  from  E.  J.  "Buddy"  Pope,  Pope  Wellness  Center  will  soon 
jbe  a  reality.  This  23,500  square-foot,  $2.3  million  facility  will  house  Student  Health  Ser- 
jvices,  an  aerobics/ cardio  fitness  area,  an  expansive  weight  room  with  free  weights  and 
jweight  machines,  dressing  rooms  and  an  intramural  sports  center.  With  construction  well 
phead  of  schedule,  students,  faculty,  staff  and  members  of  the  community  may  enjoy  the 
f  benefits  of  Pope  Wellness  Center  sooner  than  anticipated.  As  early  as  July  2006,  participants 
|  could  reap  the  benefits  of  a  wellness  program  that  includes  exercise  testing  and  prescriptive 
!  fitness  programs,  personal  fitness  plan  development,  stress  management  activities  and  semi- 
nars, general  health  screenings  and  health  fairs.

Annual  Report  to  the  2006  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
Mission  Statement 

It  is  the  purpose  of  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Minister's  Program  to  serve  the  churches  and 
ministers  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  It  is  our  assertion  that  the 
minister  can  best  meet  the  spiritual  requirements  of  a  congregation  if  he  is 
unencumbered  by  the  burden  of  financial  insecurity.  To  this  end  we  provide 
administrative  services,  information  resources,  and  educational  opportunities.  These  are 
designed  to  help  the  minister  and  the  local  church  plan  together  a  program  of 
compensation  and  benefits  designed  to  meet  the  ministers  present  and  future  financial 
needs. 

Meeting  Needs 

Meeting  needs  is  what  the  Minister's  Program  is  all  about.  This  program  was  brought 
into  existence  to  help  prepare  the  minister  for  the  financial  eventualities  of  life. 

To  do  this,  we  try  to  help  educate  the  church  and  the  minister  about  the  unique  needs  of 
the  pastorate.  Our  goal  is  not  to  provide  for  the  minister,  that  is  the  church's 
responsibility,  but  to  help  the  church  and  the  minister  plan  together  so  that  at  all  stages 
of  life  the  minister  can  serve  without  the  burden  of  financial  concerns  holding  him  back. 

The  Minister's  Program  is  an  extension  of  the  local  church  administering  programs  that 
the  church  could  not  provide  on  their  own.  We  stand  ready  to  work  with  the  minister  and 
the  church  to  help  them  accomplish  the  goal  of  working  together  in  a  lifetime  of 
financial  planning.  Ministers  step  out  in  faith  to  answer  God's  call.  That  faith  is  based 
on  the  belief  that  God  will  prepare  them  and  provide  for  them. 

We  believe  that  God  channels  His  provisions  through  the  church  and  it  is  required  of 
them  to  be  good  stewards  as  it  relates  to  their  care  of  the  pastor.  This  does  not  apply 
exclusively  to  matters  of  compensation,  but  also  to  support,  appreciation,  and 
willingness  on  the  part  of  the  church  to  be  lead.  Please  consider  areas  that  the  Minister's 
Program  can  work  with  you  to  help  build  a  strong  working  relationship  with  your  pastor. 

Work  is  nearly  complete  on  A  Guide  for  Pastor/Church  Relations  which  we  anticipate  to 
be  ready  for  publication  within  a  few  months.  This  publication  will  address  the  issues 
that  confront  the  pew  and  the  pulpit. 

The  Year  in  Review 


Retirement  News  The  current  plan  is  currently  being  valued  to  determine  if  any 
shortages  exist  in  our  funding.  This  is  done  every  3  years  so  that  those  receiving  benefits 
under  the  plan  can  be  assured  that  the  Minister's  Program  will  continue  to  provide  the 
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oversight  and  management  necessary  to  make  sure  that  their  retirement  benefits  continue 
to  be  paid  as  agreed.  Those  ministers  that  are  currently  preparing  and  planning  for 
retirement  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their  plan  is  well  designed  and  is  among 
the  most  advanced  plans  available  for  ministers.  This  program  enjoys  benefits  that 
make  it  unmatched  in  the  private  sector. 

Does  your  minister  have  a  plan  for  retirement?  Churches  should  help  their  pastor 
prepare  for  the  future  by  funding  his  retirement  plan  today.  Contact  the  Minister's 
Program  for  any  help  you  may  need  as  you  assist  your  pastor  so  that  he  can  retire  with 
the  dignity  and  security  that  his  calling  deserves. 

Christmas  Cheer  This  program  has  been  very  well  received  by  our  ministers  and 
churches  since  it  was  first  implemented.  Each  year  the  Minister's  Program  sends  a  gift 
of  $125  to  all  ministers  age  65  and  older.  It  is  a  gift  from  the  churches  of  the  Convention 
to  men  who  have  literally  given  their  lives  to  the  gospel  ministry  and  this  program  is  a 
way  of  saying  we  remember  you,  and  we  are  grateful  for  what  you  have  done.  We 
encourage  our  churches  to  support  this  program  and  the  response  has  been  excellent. 
However  we  still  have  churches  that  do  not  give  at  all  to  this  program  and  we  would  like 
to  invite  them  to  make  2006  the  year  they  say  "thank  you"  . 

Tax  Planning  The  Minister's  Program  sponsored  a  Tax  Seminar  in  February  for 
ministers  and  others  and  38  attended.  Those  in  attendance  received  a  2006  Tax  Manual 
and  had  the  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  tax  preparation  and  planning  from  Curtis 
Smith  and  Dana  Letchworth,  CPAs.  There  is  no  more  misunderstood  group  when  it 
comes  to  income  taxes  than  the  minister  and  even  though  he  may  have  professional 
assistance  in  filing  his  returns  mistakes  are  quite  common.  This  seminar  has  been 
popular  over  the  years  and  we  are  happy  to  provide  this  service. 


The  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  Another  program  we 
offer  to  our  ministers  and  their  wives  is  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  the  Surviving 
Minister's  Fund.  For  those  who  participate,  this  program  provides  a  meaningful  gift 
from  fellow  ministers  during  a  time  of  loss. 

Since  the  last  seating  of  this  Convention  we  have  lost  by  death  four  members  who 
participated  in  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund,  The  Reverends  Floyd  B.  Cherry,  Lonnie 
Mann,  Dewey  Boling,  and  Roland  Cherry.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Surviving 
Minister's  Fund  has  recorded  no  deaths  since  the  last  Convention. 

The  Minister's  Program  will  continue  to  maintain  a  comprehensive  plan  whereby 
churches  and  pastors  can  work  together,  and  we  will  make  effort  to  keep  everyone 
informed  in  the  area  of  taxation,  compensation,  retirement,  and  financial  planning.

David  has  written  several  books  dealing 
with  the  current  political  situation  in  Israel  as  it  relates  to  Biblical  teachings.  Stan 
Goodenough,  journalist,  author  and  director  of  Jerusalem  WireNews,  a  world  wide 
ministry  based  in  Jerusalem,  gave  a  very  informative  presentation.

No  member  shall  be  removed  from  membership  during  any  unexpired 
term  without  due  process  as  prescribed  by  the  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church 
Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptist.  It  is  expressly  provided  that  a  minimum  of 
sixty  percent  (60%)  of  the  members  shall  hold  membership  in  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  Members  shall  assume  office  on  December  1 
following  their  election  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Convention  in  September. 

NEW  READING:  Article  15:  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mount  Olive  College:  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Mount  Olive  College  shall  consist  of  a  maximum  of  thirty  (30)  members  each 
elected  by  the  Convention  for  a  term  of  six  (6)  years,  with  the  term  of five  (5)  members 
expiring  annually.  No  member  shall  be  removed  from  membership  during  any  unexpired 
term  without  due  process  as  prescribed  by  the  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church 
Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptist.  It  is  expressly  provided  that  a  minimum  of 
sixty  percent  (60%)  of  the  members  shall  hold  membership  in  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.

Closing  Session 

•Adoption  of  reports. 

Chaplains  report  was  given  by  Reverend  De  Eakes  with  the  following  report: 

Your  Chaplain 's  Commission  submits  the  following  report.  There  has  not  been  a  need 
for  the  Commission  to  meet  since  the  last  Convention.  The  chairman  was  not  able  to 
represent  the  Convention  at  the  NCMAF  (National  Conference  on  Ministry  to  the  Armed 
Forces),  in  Washington,  D  C.  on  December  6-7,  2004.  However,  we  did  communicate  by 
e-mail  and  telephone  and  OFWB  are  an  active  part  of  NCMAF,  and  we  did  pay  our 
membership  and  registration  fees  at  the  conference.  There  are  more  than  150  endorsing 
church  bodies  which  make  up  this  conference  that  have  chaplains  serving  in  the  Armed 
Forces.  Again  this  year  the  Chief  of  Chaplains  states  there  is  a  continuing  need  for 
Chaplains  in  all  branches  of  the  Armed  Forces  with  the  Army  having  the  greatest  need.  If 
we  have  any  interested  persons  please  contact  your  Chaplain 's  Commission.  We  will  be 
attending  the  meeting  this  year  on  December  5-7.  There  continues  to  be  important 
discussions  about  new  terminology  by  the  DOD  (Department  of  Defense)  concerning 
description  of  the  Chaplain  and  his/her  role. 

We  currently  have  two  Chaplains  on  active  duty  in  the  Air  Force.  Major  Mark  Hobbs 
and  Gracelyn  are  stationed  at  Pope  AFB,  Fayetteville,  North  Carolina  and  Captain 
Richard  Holmes  and  Katina  are  stationed  at  McDill  AFB,  Tampa,  Florida.  Major  Hobbs 
will  be  retiring  thisi  year. 

Reverend  Harry  Grubbs  is  State  Chaplain  in  the  NC  National  Guard  with  the  rank  of 
Colonel  and  is  Chaplain  at  Maury  Correctional  Facility.  He  also  pastors  the  Ayden 
OFWB  Church.  Colonel  Grubbs  will  be  retiring  on  June  2,  2005 from  this  position. 

Reverend  Dr.  Preston  Smith,  former  director  of  the  pastoral  care  department  at  Nash 
General  Hospital  in  Rocky  Mount,  NC  retired  February  2005. 

We  have  many  ministers  who  are  serving  in  volunteer  capacities  with  various 
hospitals,  long-term  care  facilities,  and  hospice  services. 

Two  prayer  items:  (I)  For  all  of  the  Chaplains  and  their  families  serving  in  the  Armed 
Forces,  especially  in  these  critical  times.  (2)  That  the  Armed  Services  Chaplain 's  Services 
would  be  protected  from  those  who  seek  to  remove  religious  services  and  personnel  from 
the  Armed  Services.  I  would  like  to  give  our  Chaplains  present  the  opportunity  to  greet  you 
personally.  There  are  two  resolutions  that  we  recommend  to  the  Convention:  (I)  We  give 
special  recognition  to  Major  Mark  Hobbs  for  representing  us  well  over  his  career  as  an  Air 
Force  Chaplain,  and  (2)  We  give  special  recognition  to  Colonel  Harry  Grubbs  for  his 
career  Chaplain/State  Chaplain  in  the  NC  National  Guard.

The  Reverend  Dean  Kennedy,  Pastor  of  Haymount  Church,  brought  the  morning 
message  entitled  'Come  and  See'  from  the  scripture  passage,  Matthew  28:19,20.  He 
expressed  his  appreciation  to  Haymount  Church,  the  Churches  of  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference,  and  to  all  others  that  have  helped  with  the  Blended  Fellowship  project  and 
mission.  Brother  Dean  began  the  message  with  this  comment,  "I  believe  it  is  our  purpose 
and  commission  to  make  Christ  known  to  all  the  world.  What  can  we  learn  from  our 
experiences  at  Blended  Fellowship?  There  must  be  a  call  on  people's  lives  (I  Samuel  3:9).

If  we  are  to  carry  out  the  great  commission,  we  need  to  bring 
people  to  'come  and  see'  Jesus,  not  what  we  have  accomplished  (John  1:39)."  He 
encouraged  people  to  go  and  tell  how  Jesus  has  changed  their  lives.  The  message  was 
closed  with  the  encouraging  words  that  our  churches  need  to  love  one  another  and  help 
each  other  in  need. 

Pastor/Director,  Doug  Seymour  expressed  appreciation  to  the  conference  and  special 
music  was  offered  by  April  Wilson.  Moderator  gave  the  benediction  and  led  in  asking  the 
Lord's  blessing  upon  the  food  prepared  for  the  conference. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 
The  afternoon  session  began  with  the  congregation  singing  'He  Keeps  Me  Singing', 
Bridgers.  'Scripture  and  Prayer'  was  offered  by  Licensed  Minister,  Bryan  Williamson  from 
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Luke  10:38.  He  commented  that  "sometimes  we  are  so  busy  doing  the  Lord's  work  we  tend 
to  forget  our  focus  in  life  which  is  Jesus  Christ." 

Dr.  Burkette  Raper  addressed  the  conference  with  a  report  on  the  North  Carolina 
Fellowship  for  Christian  Ministry. 

The  following  reports  of  the  Standing  Boards  were  received  by  the  conference  (see 
attached  reports  of  the  Standing  Boards).  The  Executive  Committee  report  was  given  by 
Clerk  Jesse  Fulcher  and  approved  by  the  conference.  The  Ordaining  Council  report  was 
given  by  Secretary  Aubrey  Williamson.  The  Cape  Fear  Minister's  Association  was  given 
by  Secretary/Treasurer  Joe  Ballance.  The  Cape  Fear  Youth  Fellowship  and  the  Christian 
Board  of  Education  reports  were  given  by  Chairperson  Martha  Parsons. 

The  following  reports  of  the  Temporary  Committees  were  then  received  (see  attached 
reports  of  the  Temporary  Committees).  The  Temperance/Resolutions  Committee  had  one 
resolution  that  was  read  and  a  motion  carried  to  accept.  The  Obituary  Committee  reported 
the  deaths  of  two  of  our  ministers  the  past  year.  The  Credentials  Committee  gave  a  report 
of  the  Annual  Conference's  attendance.  The  Nominating  Committee  made  its 
recommendations  to  the  conference  and  it  was  voted  by  acclamation  to  accept  the 
committee's  recommendations.

The  Treasurer's  Report  was  given  by  Treasurer  Sam  Weeks  and  was  received  by  motion

church  on  the  'Wall  of  Honor'  at  Convention  Headquarters.  He  also  brought  attention  to 
the  Executive  Committee  report  for  our  churches  to  continue  to  support  Blended 
Fellowship  Mission  with  prayer  and  financial  support  for  an  additional  two  years  beginning 
in  year  2006.  Our  churches  were  also  encouraged  to  invite  Blended  Fellowship  into  their 
worship  some  evening  in  the  future. 

The  152nd  Annual  Session  will  be  planned  to  meet  tentatively  at  the  Smyrna  OFWB 
Church  on  November  14,  2006. 

Motion  was  carried  to  adjourn  the  15 1st  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  and  the 
conference  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  Brother  Billy  Nowell.

The  Central  Conference,  being  the  continuation  of  the  General  Conference  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  convened  in  its  257th  annual  session  with  Black  Jack  Free 
Will  Baptist  Church  of  Greenville,  North  Carolina,  on  Thursday,  November  10,  2005,  at 
9:30  a.m. 

The  Conference  opened  with  the  hymn,  "This  Is  The  Day."  Opening  scripture  and  prayer 
were  offered  by  Mr.  Alex  McCarter. 

The  Reverend  Brad  Williamson,  clerk,  called  the  257th  annual  session  to  order.  The 
Reverend  Scott  Satterfield  from  the  host  church  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the 
Conference.

The  Reverend  Ronnie  Hobgood,  moderator,  shared  several  points  with  the  Conference  in 
connection  to  the  Convention's  theme  for  2005-2006,  "Building  on  This  Rock."  He 
reminded  the  conference  of  Peter's  confession  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  as  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  this  confession  is  central  to  our  beliefs.  He  noted  that  since  Jesus  is  our 
foundation,  everything  we  do  must  be  built  upon  that  foundation.  If  our  churches  are  doing 
anything  contrary  to  that  building  then  they  must  stop.  Reverend  Hobgood  reminded  the 
conference  in  Jesus'  parable  of  the  two  houses,  that  nothing  was  wrong  with  the  buildings, 
the  foundation  is  what  made  the  difference.  As  a  Conference,  as  churches,  and  as 
individuals  we  must  examine  our  foundation.  He  also  stated  that  we  must  examine  our 
building  materials.  Looking  to  the  book  of  Acts  we  see  that  the  church  used  the  apostles' 
teachings;  our  churches  need  to  return  to  that  model.  In  Acts  fellowship  was  also 
important,  but  such  that  ministers  to  the  people.  Breaking  of  bread  is  also  mentioned  in 
Acts,  which  he  interprets  as  the  Lord's  Supper.

Present  for  the  meeting 
were  the  Reverends  Ronnie  Hobgood,  Frankie  Baggett,  Brad  Williamson,  Phillip  Boykin, 
and  Kevin  Jackson.  The  Reverend  Ronnie  Hobgood  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  read 
from  Luke  2:7-10.  The  Reverend  Frankie  Baggett  opened  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Jean  Ackiss,  Director  of  Church  Support  for  Mount  Olive  College,  appeared  before 
the  Executive  Committee.  She  shared  information  concerning  Mount  Olive  College's  New 
Century  Campaign.

We  remember  the  Reverend  Noah  Daniel  Beaman. 


The  Reverend  N.  Dan  Beaman  was  bom  October  27,  1909  and  passed  away  on  March  5, 
2005.  He  was  a  native  of  Greene  County  and  spent  most  of  his  life  in  the  Snow  Hill  area. 
He  was  educated  in  the  Greene  County  Schools  and  furthered  his  education  in  preparation 
for  the  ministry  at  Moody  Bible  Institute  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  Mr.  Beaman  was  licensed  to 
preach  the  gospel  on  December  4,  1932  by  Free  Union  Church.  He  was  ordained  as  a  Free 
Will  Baptist  minister  on  December  4, 1 933  by  the  Central  Conference.  He  spent  most  of  his 
adult  life  devoted  to  his  calling  in  the  ministry  and  continued  to  actively  pastor  churches  in 
eastern  North  Carolina  well  into  his  eighties.  He  devoted  almost  seventy  years  to  the 
gospel  ministry.  Among  the  churches  he  pastored  were  Grimsley,  Winterville,  Pleasant 
Hill,  Rose  Hill,  Walnut  Creek,  Casey's  Chapel,  LaGrange,  Trinity,  and  May's  Chapel. 

Mr.  Beaman  was  married  to  the  former  Nina  Heath  Beaman  who  preceded  him  in  death. 
They  were  blessed  with  two  daughters,  Joyce  Beaman  Taylor  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Beaman 
Reed. 


Mr.  Beaman  was  also  a  farmer  and  a  member  of  Free  Union  Church  at  Walstonburg.  It  was 
said  of  him  that  he  was  never  too  tired  to  attend  to  the  needs  of  his  congregations. 

Mr.  Beaman  was  a  faithful  servant  of  God  and  shall  long  be  remembered  and  appreciated 
for  his  untiring  efforts  and  labors  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

Report  of  the  Church  Growth  Committee 

This  past  year  we  were  able  to  assist  Central  Conference  Churches  as  follows: 

1)  $500.00  was  allocated  to  a  church  that  sponsored  an  old-fashioned  tent  revival.  The 
main  emphasis  and  objective  was  to  mobilize  people  to  canvas  the  entire  community 
through  an  "Adopt  A  Highway  for  Christ"  strategy.  The  month  preceding  the  revival, 
they  contacted  and  left  a  revival  flyer,  church  information  brochure,  and  a  tract  at  every 
home  on  each  adopted  highway.  Volunteer  lay  counselors  were  trained  to  handle 
decisions  at  the  altar.  Outreach  follow-up  teams  visited  each  prospect  following  the 
revival. 

2)  $350.00  was  allocated  to  a  church  assist  in  the  purchase  of  "The  Purpose  Driven  Life 
Video  Conference."  This  conference  dealt  with  subjects  such  as  "Targeting  Your 
Community  for  Evangelism,"  "Attracting  a  Crowd  to  Worship,"  and  "Developing 
Mature  Christians." 

3)  $500.00  was  allocated  to  a  church  to  help  send  the  youth  leadership  to  the  National 
Youth  Workers  Convention  held  in  Nashville,  TN.  There,  several  nationally  known 
Christian  speakers  trained  the  attendees  in  youth  work. 
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4)  $500.00  was  allocated  to  two  churches,  which  assisted  in  taking  teenagers  to  the  Dare  2 

Share  Conference  in  November.  The  conference  provides  excellent  training  in  how  to 
share  the  faith. 

5)  $500.00  was  allocated  to  a  church  enabling  their  youth  and  youth  workers  to  attend 
Winter  Xtreme  2005  in  Galtinburg,  TN.  This  is  a  conference  that  motivates  youth  to 
take  up  leadership  roles  in  today's  church. 

Last  year  we  were  budgeted  with  $6,000.  We  issued  allocations  in  the  amount  of  $2,850.00

Report  of  the  Continuing  Education  Committee 
Continuing  Education  Units 

The  purpose  of  the  Central  Conference  Continuing  Education  Program  is  to  help  our 
ministers  with  the  practice  of  life-long  learning.  By  continuing  their  education  Central 
Conference  ordained  ministers  will  continue  to  grow  in  their  spiritual  walk  with  Christ  and 
as  they  grow  they  will  be  better  equipped  to  serve  the  churches  of  the  Central  Conference. 
As  the  leadership  of  the  churches  grow  the  church  itself  will  grow,  therefore  the  growth  and 
continuing  education  of  the  ministers  is  vital  to  the  growth  of  the  church.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  ministers  of  the  Central  Conference  follow  the  advice  given  to  Timothy  by  Paul 
when  he  said,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

Guidelines 

Continuing  Education  Units  (henceforth  referred  to  as  CEU's)  will  be  based  on  educational 
opportunities.  These  would  include  reading  a  book,  attending  a  seminar  or  class,  or  taking 
a  college  or  seminary  class.  Books  that  are  read  must  be  submitted  with  the  following 
information:  name  of  book,  author,  publisher,  dates  the  book  was  read  and  a  typed 
150-word  summary  and  application  of  the  book.  Seminars  must  be  submitted  with  the 
following  information:  organization  that  sponsored  the  seminar,  presenter's  name,  length 
of  seminar,  and  a  typed  150-word  summary  and  application  of  the  seminar.  College  or 
seminary  courses  must  be  submitted  with  the  following  information:  College  or  seminary 
where  class  was  taken,  professor's  name,  copy  of  the  syllabus,  and  typed  150- word 
summary  and  application  of  the  class. 
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Credits 

CEU  credits  will  be  given  according  to  the  following  scale: 

Books:  up  to  200  pages  V%  CEU;  200-400  pages  1  CEU.  Books  over  400  pages  will  be 
considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Seminars:  3-5  hour  seminar  Vz  CEU;  6-10  hour  seminar  1  CEU.  Seminar  over  ten  hours 
will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

College  or  Seminary  Class:  If  the  class  is  taken  from  an  accredited  institution  (Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  or  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada)  one  will  receive  4  CEUs  for  each  credit  hour.  (Credit  hour  equals  one 
hour  per  week  in  class  for  sixteen  weeks;  for  example  if  you  take  a  3  credit  hour  course  you 
will  receive  12  CEUs.)  If  the  course  is  taken  from  an  institution  that  is  not  accredited  by 
SACS  or  ATS,  then  it  will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Areas  of  Study 

Biblical  Studies:  This  includes  any  area  of  study  from  the  Bible  such  as  books  of  the  Bible, 
themes,  authors,  or  historical  information  from  the  Bible. 

Historical  Studies:  This  includes  History  of  the  Christian  Church,  Free  Will  Baptist 
Denomination,  or  Local  Churches. 

Theological  Studies:  This  includes  areas  of  studies  from  the  following:  Prolegomena, 
Bibliology,  Theology  Proper,  Christology,  Pneumatology,  Anelology,  Anthropology, 
Soteriology,  Ecclesiology,  Eschatology,  etc. 

Practical  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  the  working  and  growth  of  the 
local  church,  pastoral  care,  counseling,  leadership,  administration,  evangelism,  preaching 
and  worship. 

Spiritual  Formation  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  maturity  of  Christians. 
Procedures 

To  receive  credit  work  must  be  submitted  to  the  Continuing  Education  Committee.  Proper 
documentation  must  be  submitted  along  with  the  Continuing  Education  Committee  Form. 
The  committee  will  review  all  work  and  the  committee  will  send  notification  to  the  one 
who  submitted  the  work  and  also  the  Board  of  Ordination.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Eastern  Conference  of  OF WB  met  eight  times  since  the 
seating  of  our  last  Conference.

Recommendations  to  the  Conference: 

1.  That  the  Reverends  Earl  Sadler,  Michael  Coombs,  and  Jesse  Crisp  be  extended 
the  Right  Hand  of  Fellowship  by  the  Moderator  and  that  their  names  be  added 
to  the  list  of  duly  ordained  ministers  of  the  Eastern  Conference. 

2.  That  the  newly  licensed  ministers,  Terry  Coates,  Ray  Lewis,  and  Scott 
Broadway  be  added  to  the  list  of  licensed  ministers  by  the  Conference  Clerk. 

3.  That  our  ministers,  licensed  and  ordained,  continue  to  abide  by  our  Ministerial 
Code  of  Ethics. 

4.  That  our  churches  abide  by  the  "Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church 
Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (of  the  English  General  Baptist 
Heritage)"  in  regards  to  the  calling  of  duly  ordained  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
ministers  who  are  approved  by  the  Eastern  Conference. 

5.  That  this  report  be  properly  received  and  its  recommendations  duly  adopted. 

Churches  are  reminded  that  they  are  to  call  ministers  from  the  list  of  ordained  OFWB 
ministers.  Those  ministers  who  are  members  of  sister  conferences  must  be  cleared  by  the 
Eastern  Conference  Examining  Board  before  being  extended  a  call  by  the  local  congre- 
gation. 

Eastern  Conference  ministers  are  reminded  that  they  are  required  to  properly  register  and 
attend  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Eastern  Conference  and  the  Convention  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists.  Letters  requesting  excusal  must  contain  the  Conference  registration  fee 
(waived  for  retired  ministers).  Ministers  who  fail  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  without 
reasonable  excuse  are  subject  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  their  ministerial  cre- 
dentials. 

We  remind  our  churches  that  licensed  ministers  are  not  to  hold  offices  in  the  Church  or 
Sunday  School  of  which  they  are  a  member  so  that  they  may  have  opportunity  to  preach 
and  visit  other  churches.  Licensed  ministers  may  do  short-term  supply  work  in  a  church, 
limited  to  ninety  days.  They  are  encouraged  to  work  as  student  ministers  with  experi- 
enced ministers  to  learn  the  work  of  the  ministry.  They  may  not  officiate  at  weddings  or 
administer  the  Ordinances  of  the  Gospel.  They  may  preach  as  they  have  opportunity,  and 
they  may  officiate  at  funerals.  The  license  period  is  a  one-year  term,  with  a  five-year  limit 
to  complete  the  requirements  for  ordination.  If  at  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  his 
license  to  lapse,  the  entire  process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  local  church  to  the  Ministerial  Examining  Board. 

The  location  and  date  for  the  2006  Eastern  Conference  Basic  Education  Seminar  will  be 
announced  when  confirmed.  While  required  for  licensed  ministers,  others  may  choose  to 
attend  for  fellowship,  inspiration,  and  continuing  education.  Advanced  seminars  are 
available  upon  request  by  a  sufficient  number  of  registrants.  For  more  information  contact 
Adrian  Grubbs. 
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The  Examining  Board  reminds  all  ministers  licensed  after  October  19,  2001  of  the 
requirement  to  attend  annually  at  least  one  continuing  education  workshop/seminar 
(such  as  those  provided  by  the  Sunday  School  Board)  each  year  they  are  licensed. 

The  Ministerial  Examining  Board  meets  at  the  Conference  Office  in  Kinston  on  the 
Monday  following  the  second  Sunday  in  the  months  of  November,  January,  March,  July, 
and  September.  These  dates  are  subject  to  change.  Individuals  with  business  to  be  brought 
to  the  Board  are  requested  to  contact  the  secretary  so  that  a  time  may  be  scheduled.

Report  of  Camp  Vandemere 

Summer  Camp 

This  year  the  camp  experienced  the  most  camp  weeks  on  record.  We  had  nine  weeks 
of  Youth  Camp  and  one  Woman's  Week.  We  had  a  total  of  578  campers  with  many 
directors  and  counselors  leading  our  youth  in  worship  and  activities.  Many  campers 
accepted  Christ  for  the  first  time  and  others  rededicated  their  life  to  him.  Thanks  go  out  to 
the  camp  directors  for  a  great  job  of  leadership  during  the  weeks  of  camp.  Camp 
Vandemere's  goal  to  provide  a  spiritual  retreat  for  campers,  young  and  old,  has  been 
successful  through  the  efforts  and  prayers  of  many  of  you.  It  has  truly  been  a  blessed 
camping  season  this  year. 

Annual  Singing  by  the  River 

Again  this  year,  the  camp  sponsored  two  sings  during  the  spring  and  fall.  Our  May 
sing  helped  to  kick  off  the  Summer  Camp  Season  and  brought  a  little  over  $1000  in  profit 
to  help  in  projects  at  the  camp.  The  August  sing  was  one  of  the  hottest  to  date,  but  still 
many  came  out  for  some  good  gospel  singing,  food  and  fellowship.  Approximately  $  1 8,000 
was  raised  for  the  camp  at  this  event.  Many  turned  out  for  both  of  these  annual  events  to  help 
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support  the  camp's  efforts.  Due  to  the  heat  factor,  an  effort  is  being  made  to  move  the  fall 
sing  to  a  later  date  for  the  convenience  of  the  singing  groups,  supporters  and  workers  who 
attend. 

Improvements  During  the  Year 

Drop  ceilings  and  new  AC  ductwork  were  installed  in  the  dorms.  Additional  outdoor 
lighting  was  put  in  place.  Linens  have  been  added  for  the  convenience  of  visitors.  Many 
items  were  donated  during  the  year,  such  as  new  charcoal  grills  and  ceiling  fans.  New 
furniture  was  donated  and  added  to  the  dorm  lobby  area. 

Improvement  Project  for  Next  Year 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  voted  to  begin  renovations  of  the  outside  screened 
building.  Plans  are  to  make  this  area  a  Chapel  for  worship  times  all  during  the  year.  The 
goal  is  to  have  this  building  ready  before  summer  camping  season  next  year. 

Ongoing  Goal 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  made  a  commitment  to  retire  the  debt  incurred  during  the 
hurricanes,  Dennis  and  Floyd.  Over  the  past  year,  above  the  normal  monthly  loan 
payments,  approximately  $20,000.00  has  been  applied  to  the  principal  loan  agreement 
helping  the  camp  to  become  more  solvent  in  efforts  to  grow.  Funds  from  the  sale  of  the 
Camp  Vandemere  Cookbook  will  be  used  to  help  pay  off  these  loans.  Any  monies  that  you 
would  like  to  contribute  to  this  effort  would  be  greatly  appreciated.  Please  earmark  your 
offering  to  debt  retirement.  Once  the  debt  is  retired,  the  camp  can  go  forward  on  needed 
projects  to  better  serve  the  campers  and  visitors.

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ORDAINING  COUNCIL 

The  council  met  March  6,  2005,  after  receiving  a  letter  from  Cypress  Creek  Original 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  asking  the  council  to  examine  Rev.  Don  Squires  for  pastor  of 
Cypress  Creek  church.  The  Council  questioned  Rev.  Squires  and  recommended  by  a  letter 
to  Cypress  Creek  church  that  Rev.  Squires  become  a  member  of  the  church.  As  soon  as  the 
church  informed  the  Council  that  Rev.  Squires  had  joined  their  church,  the  Council  would 
schedule  another  meeting  with  him. 

The  Council  met  June  25,  2005,  to  discuss  the  matter  about  Rev.  Jerry  Simmons 
needing  more  time  to  complete  his  test  because  of  health  problems.  Rev.  Simmons  stated 
that  due  to  health  problems  he  had  been  unable  to  adequately  prepare.  The  council 
extended  Rev.  Simmons'  license  for  one  year  from  June  25,  2005.  The  Council  informed 
Cypress  Creek  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of  their  decision  by  letter  and  asked  the 
church  to  inform  the  Council  when  Rev.  Simmons  had  completed  his  test. 

The  council  met  on  June  25, 2005  to  re-examine  Rev.  Jackie  Strickland  for  ordination 
papers.  Rev.  Strickland  met  or  exceeded  the  requirements  of  the  Council.  Since  Rev. 
Strickland  was  already  an  ordained  minister,  the  council  did  not  schedule  an  ordination 
service.  However,  the  Council  did  conduct  a  prayer  service  with  Rev.  Strickland  including 
the  laying  on  of  hands.  Since  Pine  Level  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  by  oversight, 
failed  to  send  a  letter  stating  that  Rev.  Strickland  was  in  good  standing  in  their  church,  the 
Council  agreed  to  issue  ordination  papers  after  receipt  of  the  letter.  The  letter  of  good 
standing  was  delivered  to  the  Council  on  June  26,  2005,  and  Council  issued  Rev. 
Strickland  his  ordination  papers  that  same  day.

7)  Conference  Attendance: 

A.  Any  minister  holding  membership  in  the  Western  Conference,  who  fails  to  attend 
the  annual  session  of  the  Conference  for  two  consecutive  years  or  fails  to  send  a  letter 
showing  reasonable  excuse  for  non-attendance,  is  subject  to  censure  and/or  the 
revocation  of  his  credentials  of  ordination.  Failure  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  or 
failure  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  excuse  for  non-attendance  will  subject  the 
minister  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  his  credentials. 

B.  All  ministers  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  in  any  pastoral  position  are 
required  to  register  and  attend  the  annual  session  of  the  Western  Conference.  Pastoral 
positions  include  but  are  not  limited  to  pastors,  associate  pastors,  and  youth  ministers. 
Failure  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  or  failure  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable 
excuse  for  non-attendance  will  subject  the  minister  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of 
his  credentials 

8)  License  Period: 

There  is  a  one-year  term  on  the  license  to  preach  the  gospel  with  a  five-year 
maximum  on  the  amount  of  time  allowed  to  preach  under  license  in  preparation  for 
ordination.  If  at  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  the  license  to  lapse,  the  entire 
licensing  process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with  the  recommendation  of  the  local 
church  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 

9)  Ordination  Requirements: 

We  commend  to  our  member  churches  and  to  all  of  our  licensed  ministers  the 
attached  Requirements  for  Ordination.  This  document  will  serve  as  a  checklist  for  our 
licensed  ministers  as  they  move  toward  ordination.  This  document  will  also  aid  our 
churches  in  answering  initial  questions  that  a  candidate  might  have  in  regards  to  the 
requirements  for  ordination. 

10)  Annual  Convention  Attendance: 

Any  minister  (licensed  and  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the  Western 
Conference  or  serving  a  church  within  the  bounds  of  the  Western  Conference  is 
required  to  register  and  attend  at  least  one  day  of  our  annual  two-day  Convention  of 
OFWBs.  A  letter  stating  a  reasonable  excuse  will  also  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  this 
requirement.  It  may  be  sent  to  either  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Ordination  or  the  Clerk 
of  the  Conference. 
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11)  Ministers  Transferring  into  the  Western  Conference: 

A.  From  Sister  Conferences:  These  ministers  must  be  cleared  with  the  Western 
Conference  Board  of  Ordination  prior  to  assuming  the  pastorate  to  which  they  are 
called.  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  church  calling  the  minister;  however  the 
minister  should  be  sure  it  has  been  done  prior  to  beginning  the  prospective  work.  This 
is  a  simple  procedure  designed  to  protect  our  churches  from  harm.  Our  churches  are  not 
independent  of  the  Conference  as  is  true  in  some  other  denominations  and  groups. 

B.  From  other  Denominations:  For  this  information  you  are  referred  to  page  89  of  our 
Articles  of  Faith  &  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

12)  Things  a  Licensed  Minister  Can  and  Cannot  Do: 

1 .  A  licensed  minister  cannot  be  called  or  hired  as  pastor  of  any  church. 

2.  A  licensed  minister  can  serve  a  church  on  an  interim  or  supply  basis  under  the 
supervision  of  his  Board  of  Ordination  Advisor  or  another  ordained  minister  as 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Ordination.  This  service  is  to  be  limited  to  six  months  in 
any  one  church.  If  the  church  wishes  an  extension  on  the  services  of  the  licensed 
minister,  the  church  must  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 

3.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  administer  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

4.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  perform  wedding  ceremonies. 

5.  A  licensed  minister  can  conduct  worship  services,  preach,  and  teach  as  the 
opportunities  are  afforded  to  the  licensed  minister. 

6.  A  licensed  minister  can  officiate  in  a  funeral  service. 

7.  A  licensed  minister  can  be  elected  to  serve  as  temporary  chairman  of  a  business 
meeting  with  the  exceptions  as  outlined  on  pg.  74,  paragraph  2  of  The  Articles  of 
Faith  and  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

8.  A  licensed  minister  can  vote  at  the  annual  conference. 

13)  The  Christian  Flag  Service  for  Ministers: 

The  Board  of  Ordination  will  serve  as  the  Conference  Christian  Flag  Committee. 
Any  minister  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  death  will  be  given 
the  Christian  Flag  Service  if  the  minister  has  so  requested  or  the  family  so  desires.  The 
flag  will  be  purchased  by  the  Conference. 

14)  Items  for  Praise:

3.  Our  new  members  by  baptism  or  transfer  into  the  member  churches  of  the 
Conference 

15)  Recommendations  to  the  Conference:

The  seventy-eighth  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Auxiliary  Con- 
vention of  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  met  on  May  12,  2005  at  Beaverdam  Original  Free 
Will  Baptist  Church,  Clarendon,  North  Carolina,  hosted  by  the  Pee  Dee  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary Convention.

B.  To  enhance  the  Youth  Convention  of  OFWB  by  conducting  leadership  activities 
that  promotes  OFWB  doctrine  and  guidelines. 

C.  To  continue  to  incorporate  the  talents  and  abilities  of  all  professional  and  volunteer 
youth  workers,  including  but  not  limited  to  youth  minister,  youth  directors,  youth 
leaders,  and  youth  chairman  in  the  planning  of  OFWB  youth  work. 

IV.  Standards  of  Evaluation 

A.  A  2%  increase  yearly  for  five  years  in  participation  of  youth  groups  in  the  Youth 
Convention  of  OFWB. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dianne  Riley,  seconded  by  Jackie  Flowers  and  passed  to  ask  Scott 
Lane  to  serve  as  the  Youth  Missions  Coordinator.  Teresa  Grubbs  will  write  Scott  notifying 
him  of  this  request. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dianne  Riley,  seconded  by  Carolyn  Jernigan,  and  passed  to  have 
Joan  Little  represent  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention  of  OFWB  and  to  present  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  view  on  youth  work  as  outlined  above  at  the  meeting  on  September  6, 
2005  of  the  Commission  on  Youth  Ministry. 
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During  the  meeting  the  following  ideas  and  recommendations  were  made. 

1.  Martha  Parsons  was  asked  to  include  the  following  in  the  agenda  of  the  Youth 
Convention  of  OFWB  executive  committee  that  will  meet  August  27,  2005. 

•  Provide  workshops  at  the  Youth  Convention  on  topics  and  activities  that  the 
youth  could  use  in  spreading  the  Gospel.  Examples:  black  light,  puppeteer, 
mime,  drama/dramatizations. 

•  Provide  a  budget  for  the  2006  Youth  Convention  so  that  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
might  better  understand  the  financial  needs  of  the  Youth  Convention  and 
discover  ways  to  help  provide  this  financing. 

•  Seriously  consider  the  removal  of  all  competition  from  the  Youth  Convention  of 
OFWB  yearly  convention  in  May.  Perhaps  competition  could  continue  at  the 
district  level.  It  appears  that  competition  is  not  enjoyed  by  the  entire  group. 
Only  those  actively  participating  seem  to  gain  spiritual  enrichment  from  it  at  the 
Youth  Convention  of  OFWB. 

2.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  needs  to  determine  ways  we  can  better  financially 
support  the  Youth  Convention  such  as  adding  the  Youth  Convention  to  the 
ministries  we  support. 

3.  Joan  Little  is  ask  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  following  the 
September  6  meeting  if  input  and  discussion  is  needed.  After  the  September  6 
meeting  also  consider  a  meeting  with  district  youth  chairman  if  needed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dianne  Riley,  seconded  by  Jackie  Flowers,  and  passed  to 

adjourn.
